WRECK OF A BRITISH STEAMER. 


AN official telegram has been received in Madrid 
from Corunna stating that the British steamer 
Priam, bound from Liverpool to Hong-Kong, was 
wrecked during a heavy gale at five o'clock on 
Friday morning, Jan. 11, off the Sisarga I:les. "The 
vessel carried five passengers and a crew of forty- 
two men, and of these four women, four of the 
crew, and the surgeon were drowned. The 
remainder received great assistance in reaching the 
shore from the inhabitants of the village of Malpica. 
One boatman rescued the captaiu at the risk of his 
life. "The thirty-eight survivors at Malpica received

was an iron screw steamer of-2165 gross tons, built 
at Greenock in 1870, and was owned by the Ocean 
Steam-ship Company, Liverpool. She left Liver- 

ool Jan. 7, bound for Penang, Singapore, Hong- 

ong; and Shanghai. The Sisarga Islands lie about 
midway between Corunna and Cape Finisterre. They 
are two in number, and on the larger there is a light 
which, in clear weather, is visible а distance of 
twelve miles.

DEPARTURE OF THE EMPRESS 
FROM OSBORNE. 

On Friday, Jan. 11, the Empress Frederick, 
who had been staying with the Queen at Osborne 
since the removal of the Court from Windsor, 
came to town en route to Sandringham. The 
Empress and Princesses Victoria, Sophie, and 
Margaret, accompanied by Prince Henry of 
Battenberg, and attended by Count Seckendorff 
and the: Lady-in-Waiting, crossed in the 
morning from "Trinity Pier, East Cowes, in 
the Alberta, to Portsmouth Dockyard, and 
on landing ' were received by ‘Admiral Sir 
J. Edmund Commerell,, accompanied by Lieu- 
tenant L. K. Knapton, and Lieutenant-General 
Sir G. Willis, commanding the Southern 
Military District, accompanied by Captain 
Trollope, A.D.C. Her Imperial Majesty shook 
hands cordially with the naval and military 
Commanders - in- Chief, and, after conversing 
with them for. а minute or, two,. entered the 
Admiral’s carriage with her two eldest daugh- 
ters.
